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Mustering Out Pay Bill 
Awaits President’s O. K. 


Legislation providing for the payment 
of from $100 to $300 to members of the 
armed forces on discharge or release 
from active service went to the President 
this week, with adoption by Congress of 
recommendations of the conference com- 
mittee appointed to iron out the points in 
which the Senate and House bills dis- 
agreed. 

The legislation provides for payment of 
$300 to personnel serving for 60 days or 
more in Alaska and outside the conti- 
nental United States; $200 to personnel 
serving only in the United States for 60 
days or more; $100 to those who have 
served less than 60 days in the United 
States or overseas. Payments will be de- 
nied to several groups of personnel, in-

Springfield Union—“‘Our Army is as democratic as 
an army can be, in all probability, and such refine- 
ments of rank do not conform well with our mili- 
ary traditions. The same goes for the Navy. Any man 
invested with the power to speak for the United 
States in international conferences of such moment 
as discussions of the combined staff has all the au- 
thority he requires and all the prestige he requires.” 

Newark News—* ‘Admiral of the Fleet’ is a British 
title that bears no more relationship to American tra- 
dition and American needs than the title First Lord 
of the Admiralty would bear as a designation for the 
Secretary of the Navy. As for the title of Field Mar- 
shal, this is a European title of honor of ancient 
chivalric and heraldic origin. Its use here would be 
antiapathetic both to American tradition and to the 
genius of our institutions. 

“The whole project seems of singular ineptitude. 
*** Surely the power and prestige of the United 
States ought to be sufficient to counter-balance higher 
and fancier titles in the counsels of the combined 
chiefs of staff.” 

Brooklyn Hagle—“The reasons advanced for these 
suggested changes are not impressive. The existing 
titles, it is maintained, give the impression that the 
American high commanders are actually inferior in 
rank to their opposite numbers in the British serv- 
ices.

The British recognize General Marshall, Admiral 
King and the others who would be involved in the 
proposed changes as our top men and as being in- 
vested with all of the authority they should properly 
possess. 

“Their status and their usefulness would not be 
altered in the slightest measure by conferring upon 
them titles which are alien to our military tradi- 
tions and practices.” 

Des Moines Tribune—“The idea would be to give 
them ranks comparable to those at the head of the 
British forces. With such handles as ‘Air Chief Mar- 
shal’ and ‘First Sea Lord and Admiral of the Fleet,’ 
these officers now ‘outrank’ the American ones. 

“The Administration has perfectly sound reasons 
of military etiquette for getting them on the same 
plane, but the officers themselves showed no yearning 
for change.” 

Ohio State Journal—“The United States has never 
created a military rank higher than that of general. 
Congress has been traditionally chary of giving even 
that title to many war leaders. The same has applied 
to our sea forces, where the rank of admiral has been 
tops, against admirals of the fleet and grand admirals 
in Europe, mere titles handed down from medieval 
days. 

“George Washington thought the title of General 
sufficient for the commander of a democratic army.” 

San Francisco Chronicle—“The fact that American 
army and naval rank does not run up to the grades

Expose Jap Brutalities 


A horrible story of brutality and bes- 
tiality in the treatment of American and 
Filipino prisoners of war was told this 
week in a joint release by the Army and 
Navy. 

The story, the Departments said, was 
based on reports made by three escaped 
prisoners—Comdr. Melvyn H. McCoy, 
USN, Lt. Col. S. M. Melinik, CAC, USA, 
and Lt. Col. (then Capt.) William E. 
Dyess, AC, USA.- Colonel Dyess was 
killed in a crash of his fighter plane at 
Burbank, Calif., after telling the story of 
his imprisonment and escape to War De- 
partment officials. 

The report stated that many American 
and Filipino prisoners of war died, mostly 
of starvation, forced hard labor, and gen- 
eral brutality. At Camp O’Donnell, a Jap 
camp, 2,200 American prisoners of war 
died in April and May of 1942, it was said, 
while at Cabanatuan about 3,000 Amer- 
icans died up to the end of October, 1942. 
The mortality among Filipino prisoners 
was even greater, it was said. 

So atrocious was their treatment, the 
escaped prisoners reported, that “though 
hungry and tired from the terrible last 
days of combat on Bataan, though further 
resistance was hopeless, our American 
soldiers and their Filipino comrades in 
arms would not have surrendered had 
they known the fate in store for them.” 

The report stated that a “march of 
death” began when thousands of prison- 
ers were herded together at Mariveles air- 
field on Bataan at daylight on 10 April 
1942, after their surrender. Though some 
had food, neither Americans nor Filipinos 
were permitted by their guards to eat any 
of it. They were searched and their per- 
sonal belongings taken from them. Those 
who possessed Japanese tokens or money 
were beheaded. 

Colonel Dyess in his description of “the 
march of death” said: 

“A Japanese soldier took my canteen, gave 
the water to a horse, and threw the canteen 
away. We passed a Filipino prisoner of war 
who had been bayoneted. Men recently killed 
were lying along the roadside, many had been 
run over and flattened by Japanese trucks. 

“Many American prisoners were forced to 
act as porters for military equipment. Such 
treatment caused the death of a sergeant in 
my squadron, the 21st Pursuit. Patients 
bombed out of a nearby hospital, half dazed 
and wandering about in pajamas and slippers, 
were thrown into our marching column of 
prisoners. What their fate was I do not know. 
At 10 o’clock that night we were forced to re- 
trace our march of two hours, for no appar- 
ent reason, 

“At midnight we were crowded into an en- 
closure too narrow to lie down. An officer 
asked permission to get water and a Jap- 
anese guard beat him with a rifle butt. Final- 
ly a Japanese officer permitted us to drink 
water from a nearby carabao wallow. 

“Before daylight the next morning, the 11th, 
we were awakened and marched down the 
road. Japanese trucks speeded by. A Jap- 
anese soldier swung his rifle from one of 
them in passing, and knocked an American 
prisoner unconscious beside the road. 

“Through the dust clouds and blistering 
heat, we marched that entire day without 
food. We were allowed to drink dirty water 
from a roadside stream at noon. Some time 
later three officers were taken from our march- 





ing column, thrown into an automobile and 
driven off. I never learned what became of 
them. They never arrived at any of the 
prison camps. 

“Our guards repeatedly promised us food, 
but never produced it. The night of the 11th, 
we again were searched and then the march 
resumed. Totally done in American and 
Filipino prisoners fell out frequently, and 
threw themselves moaning beside the road- 
side. The stronger were not permitted to help 
the weaker. We then would hear shots behind 


us. 

“At 3 o'clock on the morning of 12 April 
they shoved us into a barbed-wire bull pen 
big enough to accommodate 200. We were 
1,200 inside the pen—no room to lie down; 
human filth and maggots were everywhere. 

“Throughout the 12th, we were introduced 
to a form of torture which came to be known 
as the sun treatment. We were made to sit 
in the boiling sun all day long without cover. 
We had very little water; our thirst was in- 
tense. Many of us went crazy and several 
died. The Japanese dragged out the sick and 
delirious. Three Filipino and three American 
soldiers were buried while still alive. 

“On the 13th, each of those who survived 
was given a mess kit of rice. We were given 
another full day of the sun treatment. At 
nightfall we were forced to resume our march. 
We marched without water until dawn of 14 
April, with one two-hour interval, when we 
were permitted to sit beside the road. 

“The very pace of our march itself was a 
torture. Sometimes we had to go very fast, 
with the Japanese pacing us on bicycles. At 
other times, we were forced to shuffle along 
very slowly. The muscles of my legs began 
to draw and each step was an agony. 

“Filipino civilians tried to help both Fili- 
pino and American soldiers by tossing us 
food and cigarettes from windows or from 
behind houses. ‘Those who were caught 
were beaten. The Japanese had food stores 
along the roadside. 

“A United States Army colonel pointed to 
some of the cans of salmon and asked for 
food for his men. A Japanese officer picked 
up a can and hit the colonel in the face with 
it. eutting his cheek wide open. Another 
colonel and a brave Filipino picked up three 
American soldiers who had collapsed before 
the Japs could get to them. They placed them 
on a cart and started down the road toward 
San Fernando. The Japanese seized them as 
well as the soldiers, who were in a coma, and 
horsewhipped them fiercely. 

“Along the road in the province of Pam- 
panga there are many wells. Half-crazed with 
thirst, six Filipino soldiers made a dash for 
one of the wells. All six were killed. As we 
passed Lubao we marched by a Filipino sol- 
dier gutted and hanging over a barbed-wire 
fence. Late that night of the 14th we were 
jammed into another bull pen at San Fer- 
nando with again no room to lie down. Dur- 
ing the night Japanese soldiers with fixed 
bayonets charged into the compound to ter- 
rorize the prisoners. 

“Refore daylight on 15 April we _ were 
marched out and 115 of us were packed into a 
small narrow-gauge box car. The doors were 
closed and locked. Movement was impossible. 
Many of the prisoners were suffering from 
diarrhea and dysentery. The heat and 
stench were unbearable. We all wondered if 
we would get out of the box car alive. 

“At Capiz Tarlac we were taken out_and 
given the sun treatment for three hours. Then 
we were marched to Camp O’Donnell, a prison 
camp under construction, surrounded with 
barbed wire and high towers, with separate 
inner compounds of wire. On this last leg of 
the journey the Japanese permitted the 
stronger to carry the weaker. 

“T made that march of about 85 miles in six 
days on one mess kit of rice. Other Amer- 
icans made ‘the march of death’ in 12 days, 
without any food whatever. Much of the time, 
of course, they were given the sun treatment 
along the way.”

Higher Service Ranks 

The movement to confer higher ranks 
on members of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
still awaited this week a decision by the 
War Department. 

Representative Vinson, chairman of 
the House Naval Committee, who appar- 
ently is backing the movement, has not 
introduced his bill to give the rank of 
“Admiral of the Navy” to Admiral W. 
D. Leahy and Admiral E. J. King, because 
he says he is biding his time until Chair- 
man May, of the House Military Commit- 
tee, introduces a companion measure to 
promote Generals George C. Marshall and 
General H. H. Arnold to the rank of “Gen- 
eral of the Army.” 

Mr. May, in turn, says that he will not 
introduce the measure until he gets an 
endorsement from the officers concerned. 
Although he requested the Secretary of 
War two weeks ago to give him an opin- 
ion on the matter, no word has yet been 
received. In view of the fact that Gen- 
eral Marshall rejected a similar proposal 
last year, there is reason to believe that 
he may do likewise on the new sugges- 
tion. 

In the meantime, there have beenrumors 
to the effect that the Navy desires to 
broaden the bill to provide an interme- 
diate rank between “Admiral of the 
Navy” and “Admiral” so as to provide a 
place for officers on Admiral King’s staff. 





Commands U. S. Troops 

Announcement was made this week in 
London that General Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Allied Commander in Europe, will 
also be over-all commander of United 
States troops in the United Kingdom. 
Consolidation of these commands permits 
General Eisenhower to have complete 
control of all American military activity 
in the United Kingdom, Europe, and Ice- 
land, in matters of combat, training and 
supply. 

To implement his command, General 
Eisenhower appointed Maj. Gen. John C. 
H. Lee, his deputy commander, and Maj. 
Gen. W. B. Smith as his chief of staff in 
the European theater. Col. Royal Lord 
was appointed deputy chief of staff for 
the European theater. 





Amend Reclassification 


Procedure 

A number of changes to the Reclassi- 
fication Regulation, AR 605-230, of 9 June 
1943, have been ordered by the War De- 
partment. 

Paragraph 7.b. has been amended to 
modify the procedure to be followed by 
officers in collecting statements in their 
own behalf. It is prescribed that the 
initiating commander will provide the 
defendant with copies of the recom- 
mendation for board action, his efficiency 
report for the period involved and state- 
ments made against him. The officer will 
be informed that only under exceptional 
circumstances will he be permitted to

return to his former organization to ob- 
tain additional evidence after he has ar- 
rived at the reclassitication center. 

It is stated in the change that meinbers 
of reclassification boards are to be 
selected for their experience, judgment 
and long service. Upon request of ap- 
propriate commanders within the con 
tinental United States and under policies 
directed by theater commanders, the use 
of board members is encouraged to ad- 
vise or assist local commanders in mat- 
ters of reclassification procedure. 

Amendments also have been made to 
paragraphs 12 and 15, and a new para- 
graph 15% has been added.

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Report Navy Chaplain Bill 

The House Naval Committee this 
week reported H. R. 1023, a bill pro- 
viding that the Navy shall have one officer 
of the Chaplain Corps entitled to hold 
temporary rank of rear admiral. 

The original bill provided for the crea- 
tion of a Chief of Chaplains, charged 
with specified duties, who was to have 
the temporary rank of a rear admiral and 
receive the pay and allowances of a rear 
admiral of the lower half until the termi- 
nation of the present wars. 

The committee amended the bill to pro- 
vide that the temporary flag rank author- 
ized need not necessarily be held by the 
Chief of Chaplains, but could be held by 
some other officer of the corps. A similar 
provision was voted in the bill passed last 
year creating flag rank in the Dental 
Corps, and the admiraley was given to an 
officer in the field. 


Travel Pay for USMA Cadets 

Chairman Reynolds, N. C., of the Sen- 
ate Military Committee this week intro- 
duced 8S. 1669 to insure to officers gradu- 
ated from West Point allowances for per- 
sonal mileage to their first permanent 
station, and transportation of dependents 
and household effects, comparable to 
those granted by the Pay Readjustment 
Act to officers of the AUS on transfer 
from home to their first station. 

The bill also provides that persons en- 
tering West Point as cadets are to receive 
a mileage allowance of 5 cents a mile for 
travel actually performed from their 
certified home to West Point. This is in- 
tended to remedy the computing of mile- 
age allowance for such persons whose ac- 
tual permanent place of residence may 
not be determined from available records, 








Regular Army Appointments 


An order officially suspending appoint- 


ment of officers in the Regular Army 
other than graduates of the Military 


Academy, will be issued by the War De- 
partment within a few days, it was 
learned this week 

Appointment in the Regular Army of 
Selected officers of the National Guard, 
Officers’ Reserve Corps and Army of the 
United States on active duty was gov- 
erned by War Department Circular No. 
80, issued in the spring of 1942. Because 
graduation of two Military Academy 
classes in 1943 filled all Regular Army 
vacancies for 1943, Cireular 80 was 
Suspended until 1 Jan. 1944 by Circular 
No. 45 of 7 April 1943. 

Few Regular Army vacancies remain 
to be filled, and as pointed out by the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL on 25 Dee. 
1943, the War Department had indicated 
that the suspension of appointments was 
likely to be continued indefinitely. The 
hew order will make the suspension 
Official.

Not always able to get milk and some 
of the meats which provide riboflavin, the 
Japanese use seaweed as a substitute, mixing 
it with other foods to make a stew. 

The Japanese also apparently use a con- 
siderable quantity of dehydrated food, which, 
while different in flavor from American prod- 
ucts, is nutritionally efficient. 

Vitamin pills or concentrates of the Japan- 
ese also appear to be of good quality. When 
the Japanese feel that rations of their soldiers 
are a little deficient on some vitamins, they 
evidently fortify their foods with these con- 
centrates, 

Dried onions, taro root, peas, beef stew, con- 
densed milk, hard tack and even candy were 
among the other foodstuffs discovered as be- 
ing used by the Japanese soldier. 

The studies revealed that the Japanese use 
light, easily digested rations which help make 
them a formidable fighting machine. 





Investigate Camp Shanks 

Hearings by the House Military Com- 
mittee into charges of financial irregulari- 
ties at Camp Shanks, Orangeburg, N. Y., 
have been postponed pending crimunal ac- 
tion in the Federal Courts, Representa- 
tive May, chairman of the committee, an- 
nounced this week. The charges, involv- 


ing profit-splitting and “cooperative 
deals” among officers and contractors, 


were made by the New York Daily News. 

In announcing the postponement of 
hearings, Chairman May said: 

“The committee is to defer public hearings 
on Camp Shanks because of representations 
on the part of the War Department and the 
Department of Justice that their continua- 
tion at this time would interfere with activi- 
ties having criminal prosecutions in view. 

“At the request of War Frauds Section, 
agents of the F.B.I. have been investigating 
phases of the alleged irregularities for some 
time and the committee understands that sev- 
eral cases have been developed which will 
shortly be presented to the Federal Grand 
Jury in New York and that FBI agents are 
expediting the completion of their investiga- 
tion of other phases of these irregularities and 
alleged frauds. 

“Both the War Department and the Depart- 
ment of Justice have assured the committee 
tha appropriate officers charged with such re- 
sponsibilitics have been and are exerting 
every effort toward bringing to a speedy and 
definite consummation the prosecution of all 
persons having criminal culpability in any 
way connected with that Army installation. 

“All witnesses now under Congressional 
subpoena will remain in that status for a 
reasonable period, upon the termination of 
which the committee plans to resume its hear- 
ings unless it is satisfied that the prosecution 
of those having original responsibility is defi- 
nitely consummated or assured. The com- 
mittee is making available to the War Frauds 
Section not only all the evidence which it has 
in its own files but with its approval, and at 
its request, all it has received from the N. Y. 
Daily News.” 





Navy’s Voting Instructions 

The Navy Department, in accordance 
with the voting law approved 16 Sept. 
1942, has ordered all commanding offi- 
cers to make available to all Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps and Coast Guard personnel on 
1 Feb. 1944 or as soon thereafter as prac- 
ticable the postcard applications for oflfi- 
cial war ballots previously distributed. 

Local reproduction of the cards is au- 
thorized if supplies on hand are not suffi- 
cient, and additional cards may be 
requisitioned from the service to which 
the unit belongs. 

Attention was called by the department 
to the fact that the law requires that the 
cards be made available to all personnel 
and not only to those who ask for them. 

Personnel who have previously sub- 
mitted postcard applications and whose 
official address has since changed must 
resubmit cards or advise the appropriate 
secretary of state of the new address. The 
name of the applicant should be printed 
or typed under his signature on the card. 


Drop Annual Inspections 


Change 12 to AR 210-100 rescinds the 
provision of that regulation whereby 
post commanders, accompanied by the 
post engineer, were required to make an 
annual inspection of all public buildings, 
structures and systems at their posts and 
required the post engineer to prepare an- 
nual estimates. 








Report Pardon for Gen. 
Richardson 

President Roosevelt has granted an un- 
conditional pardon to Lt. Gen. Robert 
©. Richardson, jr.. commanding general 
of Army forces in the Central Pacific, a 
Justice Department official announced 
24 Jan. 

General Richardson had been cited for 
contempt of court by Federal Judge 
Metzger in Hawaii for refusing to pro- 
duce two men of German ancestry on 
habeas corpus proceedings. The judge 
had imposed a fine of $5,000 on the 
general. 

Following action of the judge, General 
Richardson had issued an order forbid- 
ding serving of writs of habeas corpus 
and imposing a fine of $5,000 on any 
judge or court official who violated the 
order. 

Following a visit to Hawaii by Justice 
Department and Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s Office officials, the differences be- 
tween the men were composed; General 
Richardson rescinded his order and 
Judge Metzger reduced his fine against 
the general to $100. 

Hawaii had been placed under martial 
law immediately after Pearl Harbor. In 
1943 civilian controls were partially re- 
stored but the Army specifically refused 
to restore the writ of habeas corpus. 
Judge Metzger, demanding release of the 
two men held by the Army, held that 
if court processes are restored in part, 
habeas corpus writs become valid.

Army Nurse Corps Song 

“Song of the Army Nurse Corps,” in- 
troduced for the first time to radio au- 
diences 22 Jan., has been adopted by the 
Army Nurse Corps as its official anthem. 
The song was written by Lou Singer and 
Private Hy Zaret under the supervision 
of Capt. Harry Salter, AUS, of the 
Music Committee, Special Services Di- 
vision, Army Service Forces. Private 
Zaret also collaborated in the writing of 
the new official song of the Corps of 
Chaplains, “Soldiers of God.” 

Words of the nurses’ song follow: 
“We march along with faith undaunted, 
Beside our gallant fighting men. 

Whenever they are sick or wounded 

We nurse them back to health again. 

As long as healing hands are wanted, 
You'll find the nurses of the. Corps. 

On ship or plane 

Or transport train, 

At home or on a far-off shore,, 

We do our part, with loyal heart, 

To the Army and the Army Nurse Corps.” 


May Curtail ASTP 

The House Military Committee for sev- 
eral days in the past two weeks has been 
interrogating service officers connected 
with the specialized training program of 
the Army to learn the progress of that 
program. 

Because of the current excess of officers 
and the consequent reduction of officer 
candidate classes it is probable that some 
phases of the ASTP, other than those re- 
lated to the medical and dental profes- 
sions, will be eliminated and the pro- 
gram curtailed accordingly. 

Secretary of War Stimson stated this 
week that the Specialized Training Pro- 
gram has been a useful adjunct to army 
training. He reported that over 140,000 
are being trained under the program, but 
that the number in training will be re- 
duced.

Under an amendment to paragraph 
4.c. of AR 605-250, the commanding gen-

Flags and Lapel Buttons 


War Department Circular No. 20, now 
being distributed, amends existing regu- 
lations by the addition of the following 
paragraph : 

“Deviation from approved designs. No per- 
son shall manufacture or sell any service flag 
or service lapel button which deviates in any 
manner from the design of the service flag or 
the design of the service lapel button approv- 

ed by the Secretary of War: Provided, how- 
ever, That any service flags or service lapel 
buttons manufactured heretofore may be sold 
prior to 1 March 1944, even though they fail to 
conform to the approved designs.” 





Fares on Army Transports 

War Department Circular 22, now be- 
ing distributed, announces the establish- 
ment of a system of fares to be paid for 
passage on Army transports by civilian 
commercial passengers, evacuees and re- 
patriated seamen. Privileges, such as the 
public room and promenade, will depend 
upon the class of passage purchased by 
the paying passengers. 


Army Returns Additional Money 

An additional $14,214 877,000 is expect- 
ed to be saved by the War Department 
this fiscal year, Chairman Snyder of the 
Military Subcommittee of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee informed the 
House this week. 

The saving, to be placed in the Budget 
Bureau reserve, is in addition to the $13,- 
163,519,000 which the Army on 18 Novy. 
1943 stated probably would not be obli- 
gated during fiscal year 1944. 

Mr. Snyder stated that the department 
had informed him that $10,916,000,000 
of the additional savings was due to price 
reductions, $3,190,485,000 to reduction in 
requirements, $5,461,000 to reduction in 
military personnel, and $102,931,000 to 
miscellaneous reductions and savings. 


General Staff Corps Details 


Change 2 to AR 605-145, “Transfers, 
Details and Assignments,” states that 
officers of the Medical Department and 
Chaplains will not be detailed in the Gen- 
eral Staff Corps with troops. Previously 
the regulation had barred members of 
the Inspector General’s Department and 
Finance Department from such assign- 
ments. 


Air WAC Promoted to Lt. Col. 


Major Betty Bandel, Air WAC Officer 
of the Women’s Army Corps, who is in- 
specting WAC installations in foreign 
theaters with Colonel Oveta Culp Hobby, 
Director of the Corps, has been promoted 
to the rank of lieutenant colonel, the War 
Department announced today. 

Colonel Bandel is the first woman in 
the WAC to attain this rank and is the 
next highest ranking officer to Colonel 
Hobby. She aiso holds the distinction of 
being the first WAC to be promoted to 
major.

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Launch New Battleship 


The launching today, 29 Jan., of the 
45,000-ton battleship Missouri, of the 
Iowa class, at Brooklyn Navy Yard, adds 
the fourth ship of this class to the fleet. 
Her sister ship, the lowa, was launched 
at the same yard 27 Aug., 1942, the New 
Jersey, the other ship of this class now 
completely commissioned, being launched 
at the Philadelphia Navy Yard. 

The Wisconsin, also launched at the 
Philadelphia Navy Yard, is now being 
commissioned, while the other two ships 


of the class, the Kentucky and the IIli-: 


nois, are still under construction at Phil- 
adelphia Navy Yard and Norfolk Navy 
Yard, respectively. 

Immediately prior to Pearl Harbor 
there were 17 battleships built and 15 
under construction. Of this number, the 
eight based at Pearl Harbor were all 
damaged, the Arizona being a total loss 
and the Oklahoma damaged so badly that 
recommissioning was postponed indefi- 
nitely. All of the others were put back 
into action and no further losses have 
been announced. 

The keel of the Missouri was laid 6 
Jan. 1941 and she will be the 85th ship 
launched at the yard. Her overall length 
is 880 feet and the area of her decks or 
platforms is 418,000 square feet. Present 
plans call for completion at least nine 
months ahead of schedule. 

The first naval vessel to bear the name 
Missouri was a side-wheeled steam frig- 
ate completed in 1842 and destroyed by 
fire at Gibraltar the next year. The sec- 
ond was a first class battleship of 12,500 
tons launched in 1901 and scrapped in 
1923 under the limitation of armaments 
agreement. 

At today’s launching the sponsor of 
the Missouri will be Miss Mary Margaret 
Truman, daughter of Senator and Mrs. 
Harry 8S. Truman of Missouri. 
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Honor Gen. Vandegrift

“Even though we reduce the size of our 
standing forces after the war, we must con- 
tinue to preserve our military integrity and 
our readiness to give American men the 
world’s best preparation for military service. 
We must always have a corps of men highly 
trained and qualified to meet any emergency 
which may possibly arise, Institutions such 
as Pennsylvania Military College, therefore, 
will remain vital to our national defense. The 
more secure we may come to feel, the greater 
this college must feel its responsibility to 
carry forward the progressive traditions it 
has evolved in the past one hundred and twen- 
ty-four years.”

Navy Back Pay Claims 


The provisions of Article 1869(2) of 
Navy Regulations which state that all 
claims for pay and allowance of enlisted 
men which accrued during a previous 
enlistment must be submitted to the Gen- 
eral Accounting Office, not to paymasters, 
have been suspended for the duration 
of the war in the case of men discharged 
and immediately reenlisted. 

That part of the article which states 
that the GAO must approve claims for 
pay and allowances which accrued dur- 
ing a period prior to the two fiscal years 
preceding the current fiscal year or 
claims where paymasters decline to make 
payment continues in force.

F anything were needed in view of the determination of our armed forces to conquer 
Japan, it is the report of our escaped officers describing the horrors inflicted by 
that brutal enemy upon the American and Filipino prisoners who had so heroically 
defended Bataan and Corregidor. We had known from the perfidious attack upon 
our Fleet at Pearl Harbor of the duplicity of that foe. We learned of his savagery 
from his conduct at Hong Kong and Singapore and the maltreatment of the Chinese. 
We were horrified by the foul tricks he perpetrated upon our marines at Guadalcanal. 
His barbarous torture and execution of our captured airmen revealed he had not 
the remotest sense of humanity. These and other proofs of his bestial temperament 
made clear that mercy was a quality of which he was ignorant, and respect for a 
gallant enemy beyond his comprehension. Throwing off the mask of decency which 
he had worn to deceive the world, he has announced his purpose to sink our hospital 
ships, claiming that in so doing he is retaliating, forsooth, because we had destroyed 
vessels of this type. Just as he has'lied in the past, so he is lying in this instance, for 
our bombers and submarines have permitted hospital ships to pass without molesta- 
tion. There is thus no means of torture or foul act that can be conceived that the 
Japanese will not perpetrate in the hope of forcing us to abandon the vengeance they 
fear we will exact. It is clear they do not know our character. They will pay and 
they will pay in a manner which will prove to them that it is to their interest to ob- 
serve the spirit as well as the letter of the principles of Bushido which they have 
proclaimed as a guide of noble conduct. Meanwhile it would be well to know why the 
International Red Cross has not protested at the inhuman treatment suffered by our 
prisoners of war. That institution should inaugurate an investigation at once and 
report to the world the findings which certainly will confirm the affidavits of our 


escaped officers. 


HERE should be no hesitation on the part of the Senate Committee on Military 

Affairs in rejecting the Wallgren-Kilgore-Truman resolution for the discon- 
tinuance of promotions in the Regular Army. A study of the measure, such as the 
committee has requested the War Department to make, will show the harm that 
would be done to the permanent establishment. Senator Chandler’s subcommittee on 
nominations, apparently feeling that the problem was so great that it should be left 
entirely to the full committee, has turned over the list of 14 general officer perma- 
nent promotions as well as the Wallgren-Kilgore-Truman resolution to the full com- 
mittee without recommendation. When it is recalled that the movement to freeze 
permanent promotions did not arise until questions were brought up concerning 
the qualifications of some of those nominated for permanent promotions, the point 
can well be raised as to whether the promotion freeze is directed toward the entire 
army or toward some individuals. If the move is being made to prevent any individual 
officer from receiving permanent promotion it is a subterfuge, and the committee 
should recognize it as such by withholding the nomination to which they object. 
By taking the other course and freezing permanent promotions they are penalizing 
all officers of the regular army. Temporary promotions are given to provide a proper 
place for the individua! in the expanded organization, but to the officer of the regu- 
lar army his permanent rank and his permanent position on the regular promotiop 
list is the point of determination for his future. Unless his retirement is based on 
physical disability, he retires in his permanent rather than his temporary rank. 
This is different from any other class of officer, for the former Reserve, National 
Guard, or Army of the United States officers relieved from active duty return to 
civilian life, in the eyes of the public, with the highest rank in which they served, 
while officers of the Navy are entitled to retire in their temporary grades. Further- 
more, the freeze of regular promotions would leave a genuinely perplexing problem 
to be straightened out when the war is over. There is no disadvantage in continuing 
permanent promotions, while the advantages are legion to the entire defense set-up.

Gastronomic “Battle Orders” 


Comdr. J. B. Ricketts, (SC), USN, Sup- 
ply Officer of the USS Wasp, was the 
“Officer in Tactical Command” of the 
“Christmas ay Tactical Evolutions” 
aboard that carrier. The menu for the 
crew’s Christmas dinner served by the 
Supply Department was printed as “Bat- 
tle Orders” and stated the Mission: “To 
attack and consume enemy forces.” The 
text of this novel menu read: 


“Steer a course good and true at standard 
speed to rendezvous at one two hundred zone 
time at your respective fueling stations. 

“Load necessary impedimenta for a full 
frontal attack, consisting mainly of knives, 
forks and spoons. 

“About one two two zero, the enemy scout- 
ing line of celery soup and crackers should 
be sighted.

You can best 
frustrate this attack by slowly and delib- 
erately chewing them to shreds, a unit at a 
time.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Developments of the week have a significant relationship to the 
prosecution of the war, as well as to the shaping of the world in the post-war period. 
The House of Representatives, by an overwhelming vote, authorized an appropriation 
of $1.35 billions of the $2 billions to be subscribed by the United Nations for the 
relief. and rehabilitation of liberated peoples and of the stricken by famine and dis- 
ease in India and China. The Russian Government rejected the offers of mediation 
in the Polish dispute, which were made by the United States and Great Britain. Fol- 
lowing the refusal of all the members of the Pan-American Union, with the sole excep- 
tion of Argentina, to recognize the revolutionary Junta of Bolivia, the Government 
of Buenos Aires severed diplomatic relations with Germany and Japan. 

: By approving the agreement creating the United Nations Relief and Rehabilita- 
tion Administration, and authorizing the appropration of the sum mentioned, the 
House, with the Senate certain to follow suit, has told the world that the United States 
will use its resources beyond those of any other contributor, to help in feeding, cloth- 
ing and providing medical supplies and shelter for the needy and sick throughout the 
world. Because under the agreement thus ratified, such activities will have a dis- 
tinetly helpful influence upon the prosecution of the war, an effort was made to have 
the House direct that any program of relief or rehabilitation receive the prior ap- 
proval of the Chief of Staff of the Army of the United Nations in charge of the area in 
which it was proposed that the U.N.R.R.A. should operate. It was contended that this 
requirement would delay the grant of aid, and the House opposed it, preferring to 
place entire authority in the Relief and Rehabilitation Administration and the State 
Department, which will control our participation. The Resolution as presented to the 
House contained no authority to use any ef the funds authorized in India. During 
the debate it was pointed out that “we have in excess of 100,000 troops in India,” 
that they want to fight the war and get home, that with a friendly population at our 
back in India, we will be helped tremendously in our conquest of Burma, and our 
reopening of transportation outlets to China, and that by extending relief to the people 
of the Sub-Continent, we will strengthen our hand in the Far East and give hope to 
subject populations. An amendment authorizing relief in India and elsewhere was 
adopted in view of this reasoning. 

One of the statements Marshal Stalin made at the Teheran Conference was that 
the Russian people had reached the nadir in standard of living, and that it must 
be improved quickly in order for the country to remain in the war. It would seem 
that for this reason and for the continuance of lend-lease and help from the U.N.R. 
R. A., the Marshal would be more anxious than he appears willing to be, to accept 
the friendly intervention of the United States in connection with the territorial 
claims he has advanced. When Secretary Hull simultaneously with the British Gov- 
ernment, tendered our good offices to bring about the restoration of diplomatic re- 
lations between Russia and the Polish Government-in-Exile, it was with the expec- 
tation of their acceptance, because they were based upon the agreements Mr. Hull 
had negotiated at Moscow, and were in accordance with the spirit of the understand- 
ings reached at Teheran. An examination of the Soviet reply shows that the offer 
was not flatly rejected. It stated that the dispute had not reached the point where 
our good offices could be used to good advantage. In other words, the Russian Gov- 
ernment prefers to continue its attempt to settle unilaterally the differences be- 
tween it and the Polish Government-in-Exile, and should this prove impossible 
then the inference is that it would be prepared to permit our mediation. This is the 
more agreeable view to take of the Soviet note, and that there is basis for it Mos- 
cow sought to establish by singultaneous publication of the report of a Red Commis- 
sion declaring that it was the Germans and not the Russians who slaughtered 11,000 
Poles in the Katyn Forest in 1941. It will be recalled that the Polish Government-in- 
Exile charged this massacre was perpetrated by the Russians, and demanded an in- 
quiry by the International Red Cross. It follows that that Government-in-Exile is 
not, and wiil not be, acceptable to the Soviet Union, and there is a possibility, if not 
a probability, that it will recognize the Polish Committee which has been set up in 
Moscow with its blessing. However, irrespective of whether or not diplomatic rela- 
tions will be reestablished, it is generally believed that Marshal Stalin is determined 
to acquire the territory which he regards as Russian, and at the same time to es- 
tablish a zone of influence which will contribute to the safety and power of his coun- 
try. Britain has reiterated that it will not recognize changes in the wartime map of 
Europe save with the consent of the parties involved. This is likewise the American 
position. Doubtless Stalin justifies his policy of power for Russia by the movement 
underway to strengthen the British Commonwealth and Empire. Lord Halifax, 
British Ambassador to the United States, in an epochal speech at Toronto, called 
for a unification of Britain and the Dominions to assure a common policy in foreign 
affairs, defense, economic affairs, colonial questions and communications, to the end 
that the British people would be brought into closer unity of thought and action. He 
suggested it might be found desirable to maintain and extend the existing wartime 
procedure of planning and consultation, which itself adapted and extended the meth- 
ods that had been practiced in time of peace. The proposal of Lord Halifax obviously 
was intended to start discussion in anticipation of a conference of the Prime Ministers 
of the Dominions to be held in London in April. As the Ambassador said, the tiny 
United Kingdom can hardly claim equal partnership with giants like the United 
States, Russia and China, but a close knit confederation could and would have in the 
future, the same strength it is now exerting in the current war. Besides its own 
power, the Confederation would want the support of friendly states, and in this con- 
nection it will be recalled that Premier Smuts of South Africa talked recently of an 
entente with the smaller nations of Western Europe. Bulking largely in the debate 
which will occur in the Imperial Conference will be the maintenance of close re- 
lations with the United States. Lord Halifax gave assurances that in the proposed 
Empire reorganization, Canada’s relations with the United States would not be 
affected, and that that Dominion would continue to have the right to make separate 
Treaties and to speak to foreign nations through her own Ambassadors. Other mem- 
bers of the British Commonwealth will have proposals designed to assure them 
greater security. Australian officials are advocating a southwest Pacific Zone which 
will guard the safety of its territory as well as of the colonies of Britain, France and 
Holland. Involved in this matter is the question of the greater contributions to 
defense the Dominions will be expected to make. Heretofore, England has provided 
the preponderating naval and air forces, and the burden has been heavy. Clearly from 
what Lord Halifax has said, she wants this burden shared more equally. 

So far as the United States is concerned, it seems to be accepted that our chief 
concern relates to the Western Hemisphere, and that we wish in addition foreign 
air and naval bases for its defense. The indications now are that there will be no 
objection to our having many of such bases especially in the Pacific, and that we 
will be given the privilege of sharing others with Britain. As to the Western Hemis- 
phere, the influence we possess was demonstrated this week by the decision of all the 
Pan-American states, with the exception of Argentina, and by Great Britain, to refuse 
recognition to the revolutionary Government of Bolivia, and by the subsequent action 
of Argentina in breaking relations with Germany and Japan. The rejection of the La 
Paz Junta as a member of the American family means that Governments established 
by rebellion, even though able to protect foreign life and property and maintain or- 
der, will not be tolerated hereafter. This will be discouraging to ambitious men contem- 




















plating revolt, will lessen the effectiveness of enemy efforts to undermine the ex- 
isting Governments—the easy suppression of an attempted revolt in Paraguay is 
an example—and will promote orderly democratic processes, all of which have 
been and are the aim of Secretary Hull. Another consequence of Pan-American 
opposition to revolution will be stability, political and economic, and this in time will 
prove of direct benefit to the peoples of this Hemisphere. 

The action of Argentina in breaking off relations with Germany and Japan has 
made the western world a solid front against those Nations. The avowed reason 
for the rupture was the discovery of an immense Axis spy system. It is useless to 
point out now that the existence of such a system was repeatedly called to the at- 
tention of the Buenos Aires Government. Whatever the reason for the action, the 
important thing is that it has been taken, and Argentina at last is in accord with the 
resolutions adopted at the Rio de Janeiro conference. The revolutionary Junta at 
La Paz has deemed it expedient to repeat its association with the United States in 
the war against our enemies, but this is not likely to save it. Abandoned as it has 
been by all Pan America, save Argentina, and faced with the likelihood that Buenos 
Aires will withdraw recognition, the Junta will prove an easy prey to overthrow 
and to the return of the Government which it ousted. 

As to Argentina herself, Secretary Hull properly suggested that by her acts we 
will know her. It is to be expected that she will energetically prosecute the mem- 
bers of the spy ring she has discovered, forbid communication with Germany or 
Japan, and take other steps short of war to manifest the sincerity of her changed 
attitude. In other words, she will act in accordance with the Pan-American agreements 
made at Rio de Janeiro. 


War Department General Staff—The various reorganizations of the War Depart- 
ment which have been made since the beginning of the war have wrought greater 
changes in the staff and planning set-up than is generally realized. In the era pre- 
ceding the war, the War Department General Staff was charged with the creation 
and maintenance of the necessary and proper forces for use in the field and coordinated 
the development of the separate arms and services so as to insure the existence of 
a wellbalanced and efficient military team. As the War Department’s organization 
has expanded and grown more complex, however, there are various other agencies 
also engaged in staff and planning work. 

The greatest change has been wronght by the creation and steady growth of the 
staffs brought into being under the organization of the three large administrative 
units. The Army Air Forces maintains a large “Air Staff,” the Army Ground Staff 
has a “Ground Staff,” and the Army Service Forces maintains a staff of its own. 
Each of these units engage in staff and planning duties comparable to those formerly 
performed by the War Department General Staff. 

Another great change was the abolition of the old War Plans Division of the 
War Department General Staff and the setting up in its place of the Operations 
Division, the first chief of which was General (then maj. gen.) Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower. He was succeeded in July of 1942 by Maj. Gen. Thomas T. Handy, who has 
held the post since. That new creation coordinates strategical and operational plan- 
ning with the Navy and with the military headquarters of the other United Nations. 
In that connection, a further change was involved in an arrangement whereby the 
strategical planning groups of the Army and Navy were merged and moved out of 
their respective Departments and set up under the Joint Chiefs of Staff in the head- 
quarters of the Combined Chiefs of Staff. In the same manner a military-naval 
intelligence group was established. 

What further changes remain to be made in this diversified staff organization 
are not yet apparent. Neither is it known whether the Department proposes to retain 
the set-up after the war, or whether it plans to return to a single general staff more 
like the pre-war model. 


Signal Corps—Col. Charles E. Saltzman, SC, now on the staff of Lt. Gen. Mark 
Clark, was recently awarded the Order of the British Empire for meritorious serv- 
ices in the Mediterranean theater. Previously he had been awarded the Legion of 
Merit by General Eisenhower and also had received a decoration as “Commander 
of the Ouissam Alaouite” from the Sultan of Morocco. . 

An awards Committee has been appointed by Maj. Gen. H. C. Ingles, Chief 
Signal Officer, to review recommendations for awards for meritorius and exceptional 
civilian service both in Washington and in the field. The commttee consists of Col. 
Harry O. Compton, Chairman; Col. Carl H. Hatch, Maj. James A. Glenn, Mr. Dee 
D. Prigmore, Mr. Henry E. Wilkens and Miss Katherine M. Leahy, Secretary. The 
same personnel also comprises a Suggestions Committee which is authorized to con- 
sider the practicability of suggestions from civilian employees and to recommend 
appropriate cash awards when such suggestions are adopted. 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—The Transportation Division of the Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts is making every effort to solve the problem of expediting the 
packing, crating and shipment of household effects of naval personnel entitled to 
that service at Government expense. Several highly successful shipments of house- 
hold effects have been made from Washington, D. C., to West Coast points in pre 
fabricated containers, one of collapsible design. Approximately three and one-half 
rooms of furniture may be loaded in the containers without packing and crating, 
with the exception of fragile items. It is planned to have a limited number of these 
containers issued to the main shipping activities for use in shipping household 
effects and eventually all shipping activities may be stocked with them. It is be 
lieved that the use of a standardized shipping container will materially reduce the 
packing and crating difficulties and result in great savings in labor and man-hours. 

The Transportation Division also has made successful trial shipments of house 
hold effects from Washington to San Francisco by the National Carloading Cor- 
poration in freight cars without boxing or crating. It is contemplated that shipping 
via this method, in which household effects are adequately wrapped but not crated and 
only fragile items are boxed, will be continued between Washington and:a limited 
number of West Coast points with consequent savings in weight and greater security 
to articles shipped. 


Army Air Forces—An address by General Henry H. Arnold, commanding general of 
the AAF, was read in his absence before the American Society of Photogrammetry 
at Washington, D. C., 22 Jan., by Brig. Gen. James M. Bevans, Assistant Chief of Ait 
Staff, Personnel, at- the meeting and presentation was made of the first Fairchild 
ei to Lt. Col. Gerald FitzGerald for his work in map making from aerial photo 
graphs. 

Lauding aerial photography, the speech credited it with the softening up of 
Japanese defenses. He stated: “People today are inclined to regard the airplane 
purely as an instrument to carry blockbusters or as a highly mobile platform 02 
which to mount machine guns or cannon. Those are the prime functions, it’s true, but 
we should not let them obscure the many other functions of our air arm—functions 
which are equally essential and without which successful conduct of this war would 
hardly be possible. Often a camera mounted on a P-38 has proved of far greate! 
importance than a P-38 with its normal complement of guns.” 

Among other speakers were Lt. Col. BE. E. Pollock, USMC, and Col. James 6. 
Hall, of the AAF. 

The Materiel Command at Wright Field has announced the conversion of the 
Douglas A-20A Havoc bomber into a night fighter designated as the P-70. This plane 
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js expected to team with the new twin-engined Black Widow. The P-70 is said to 
be fitted with night intercepter equipment and to have been modified to permit other 
installations to facilitate night fighting. It will carry a crew of two as compared 
with the three carried by the Havoc. 

Sgt. Ben Kuroki, American-born aerial gunner of Japanese descent, is back in 
the United States awaiting reassignment, having completed 30 combat missions in 
the European and Mediterranean theaters. Formerly top turret gunner on a B-24 
Liberator in the group known as “Ted’s Travelling Circus,” commanded by Brig. 
Gen. Edward J. Timberlake, Sergeant Kuroki participated in attacks on the oil re- 
fineries at Ploesti, on Rome, Wilhelmshaven, Bordeaux, Tunis and many other cities 
on two continents. 

1Ist Lt. Tom Harmon, former University of Michigan and All-American foot- 
ball star, has just returned to this country from eleven months of combat duty as 
a fighter pilot with the AAF in North Africa and China. 

As the pilot of a P-38 Lightning fighter, Lieutenant Harmon was reported miss- 
ing in action after an attack, 30 Oct., on the Kiukiang docks and warehouses. With 
four of his squadron downed and six Zeros destroyed, two of which were credited 
to him, Lieutenant Harmon bailed out of his blazing plane and landed in a lake. He 
returned to his base after 32 days, suffering from burns and other injuries. 

The Zero, he said, is undoubtedly the best of enemy planes but the Japanese 
pilots are much inferior to the Germans. “The Japanese pilots,” he said, “like to 
catch you when they are about ten to one. When you get one alone he doesn’t last very 
long.” 

A message reflecting the appreciation and confidence of the Chinese people in the 
AAF was received this week by General Henry H. Arnold from Maj. Gen. Claire L. 
Chennault, commanding the 14th Air Force in China. 

Sent as the Chinese people begin their New Year, the message referred to the 
progressive accomplishments of the 14th Air Force. These included the destruction of 
six times the number of enemy aircraft in the air and on the ground as were lost by 
the 14th to enemy action. 

Methods employed by the 8th Fighter Command in providing cover for heavy 
bombers on missions over Germany were described this week by the War Depart- 
ment. The British Spitfire is being used by them for short range escort and the P-47 
Thunderbolt, P-38 Lightning and P-51 Mustang for deeper penetration. One relay 
of fighters will escort the bombers for the first leg; then another fighter formation 
will replace it as far as that escort can go; until finally only the Mustangs can fur- 
nish escort for the deepest penetration and the first leg of the return trip. 


WOMEN PILOTS—Wasps of a selécted group of Women’s Air Force Service 
Pilots who entered training on a B-26 medium bomber several months ago have been 
assigned tentatively to operations with the AAF Training Command, piloting the 
B-26 Marauder for flexible gunner students in practice at Harlingen and Laredo, 
Texas. 


Army Ground Forees— HEADQUARTERS, AGF—Promotion of eight officers as- 
signed to Headquarters was announced this week by Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, com- 
manding general of the Army Ground Forces. Those promoted from the rank of lieu- 
tenant colonel to colonel were Col. Edwin H. J. Carns, GSC; Col. John F. Holland, 
Inf.; Col. John R. Jeter, GSC; Col. Edwin L. Johnson, GSC; Col. Dana P. McGown, 
GSC; Col. Clayton H. Studebaker, FA; Col. Donald C. Tredennick, GSC. Maj. Wil- 
liam Neyer, Inf., was promoted from the rank of captain.

Gen. Joseph T. Me- 
Narney, Deputy Chief of Staff of the War Department, made a visit of inspection 
last week to the Antiaireraft Artillery Training Center, Antiaircraft Artillery 
School and Antiaircraft Artillery Board at Camp Davis, N. C. General McNarney 
was met upon arrival at Camp Davis by Maj. Gen. Joseph A. Green, commanding 
general, Antiaircraft Command.

In order to expedite this process, with- 
out materially diminishing the safeguards 
which it affords, the Articles of War pro- 
vide for the establishment with distant 
commands of branches of the Office of 
The Judge Advocate General, each with 
an Assistant Judge Advocate General in 
charge and a Board or Boards of Re 
view. When such a Branch Office is es- 
tablished, the Assistant Judge Advocate 
General has, for that command, the pow- 
ers of The Judge Advocate General, the 
Board of Review has the powers of a 
Board in Washington, and the Command- 
ing General has most of the powers of 
confirmation of the President. Four such 
Branch Offices of The Judge Advocate 


General have been established during the | 


present war; in Great Britain, in North 
Africa, in Australia and in India. Their 
existence makes possible swift justice of 
the type described above. 

By an Act of Congress of 1942, designed 
to promote and maintain friendly rela- 
tions in foreign countries, the scope of 
which was materially extended by a 1948 
amendment, the War Department is em- 
powered to appoint commissions for the 
administrative settlement of claims 
of friendly inhabitants of foreign coun- 
tries for damage to life, person or prop- 
erty caused by United States military 
forces or military or civilian personnel 
thereof. The Judge Advocate General is 
charged with general supervision of the 
administration of this act and with the 
duty of reviewing claims for large 
amounts. Judge advocates are in key po- 
sitions in the claims services established 
in overseas theaters of operations. The 
administration of the Foreign Claims Act 
is of vital importance in keeping the 
friendship of Allied peoples and conciliat- 
ing the population of occupied enemy ter- 
ritory. 

As our armies seize enemy territory 
military governments must be established 
and ney needs for judge advocates arise 


—to negotiate with authorities of the 
enemy government, to draft proclama- 


tions and ordinances, to act as members 
of and review the records of provost 
courts and military commissions set up 
to administer justice to the civilian popu- 
lation, to advise military governors and 
administrators as to their powers under 
international law with respect to persons 
and property in the occupied territory. 

The imminence of combat and the un- 
availability of normal legal service 
made necessary in 1943 the establish- 
ment of a legal assistance system with an 
office in each post and large unit of the 
Army, supervised by the judge advo- 
sate and staffed by a trained lawyer-of- 
ficer, ready to advise soldiers as to their 
personal legal affairs, draft their wills 
and other legal documents, and protect 
their legal rights. The organization and 
supervision of this system are functions 
of The Judge Advocate General. 

Even in the heat of combat itself the 
advice of the judge advocate is constantly 
in demand, and its soundness is im- 
portant. English soldiers have been 
shackled in German prison camps in re- 
taliation for an alleged violation of the 
law of war by the British commander in 
the Dieppe raid. Questions demanding 
immediate solution arise constantly: 
May newly-captured prisoners of war be 
put to work building badly-needed flight 
strips? May medical officers defend their 
field hospital against hostile attack? 
Should the wholesale promotions made by 
German General Von Arnim during the 
final hours of the Africa Korps’ last 
stand on Cap Bon be recognized by our 
forces? These and many more problems 
require solution.

Pay of Army Mail Clerks 

Although the War Department asked 
for legislation, which was enacted 21 
Aug. 1941, to authorize payment of not

Financial Digest 


Nothing more clearly shows the rela- 
tions which have developed between the 


President and Congress than the boos 
mingled with scattered cheers, which 


marked the reception of his message on 
the Soldier vote legislation. Congress- 
men who have been endeavoring for 
weeks to solve the knotty constitutional 
question of states rights, resented the 
charge of fraud and the implication that 
they were guilty of criminal malfeasance, 
and the bitterness which has been inten- 
sified will increase their opposition to 
the legislative program of the Chief Ex- 
ecutive. Even though the just completed 
tax bill should be vetoed, which is doubt- 
ful in view of the substantial mainte- 
nance of the contract renegotiation law, 
Congress will not comply with the Presi- 
dent’s demand to quadruple the amount 
of additional revenue which its measure 
contemplates. The fact that the Army 
now finds it will be unnecessary to spend 
$27.4 billions this year which Congress 
had appropriated, in compliance with its 
estimates, is pointed to at the Capitol to 
buttress the view that the higher revenue 
will not be needed. Congress will not pass 
the National Service bill, although the 


President’s demand for it has been 
strongly reenforced by testimony and 


broadcasts by the Secretary of War, and 
also by the testimony of Under Secretary 
Patterson and the prospective testimony 
of the Chief of Staff. The President 
claimed this legislation would prevent 
strikes, but the sentiment in Congress is 
that he should enforce the anti-strike 
law. A special House Committee is sharp- 
ly critical of the enforcement of the Union 
membership maintenance principle, hold- 
ing that it is unconstitutional. Given 
more funds, the Dies Committee has an- 
nounced its purpose to investigate the 
Political Action Committee of the CIO, 
which has. raised a fund of $2 millions 
allegedly to defeat Congressmen who 
voted for the anti-strike act for the in- 
clusion in the tax bill of the provision 
requiring labor unions to report their in- 
come and expenditures, and for other so- 


called anti-labor measures. There is bit-- 


terness, too, against the subsidy program 
of the President, but concessions on both 
sides probably will result in a continu- 
ance on a much smaller scale of this form 
of price support, than the White House 
feels advisable. The War Food Adminis- 
tration has announced support prices 
for 30 crops and commodities, which will 
involve federal expenditures of only halt _ 
of the amount spent in the past year. This 
action the administration says is neces- 
sary in order to obtain maximum produc- 
tion. Such production is declared to be 
essential because of the greater call that 
will be made upon the United States as a 
result of the U. N. N. R. A. relief and 
rehabilitation authorization program 
which the House has approved, and 
which the Senate likewise will endorse. 
Avowedly to prevent inflation, the W. F. 
A. has announced it will freeze farm 
wages at the October 1942 level, and will 
create Boards in States where wages are 
being paid said to be inflationary. 

In view of the movement for a Fourth 
Term for the President, officially inaug- 
urated by the National Democratic Com- 
mittee which met last week in Washing- 
ton, it is apparent that throughout the 
current session politics will dominate

Marine Corps Promotions 


Marine Corps personnel policies were 
attacked and defended as the Senate last 
week debated the nomination of Col. Wil- 
lia®@ P. T. Hill to be Quartermaster for 
four years, with rank of brigadier gen- 
eral, succeeding Maj. Gen. Seth Williams 
who retires for age 1 Feb. 

Colonel Hill’s nomination was con- 
firmed, as stated on page 610 of the 22 
Jan. issue of the ARMY AND Navy JourR- 
NAL. 

Reminding that the Marine Corps had 
stated that it was important that the 
nomination be acted upon before 1 Feb. 
because it is necessary to have an active 
officer in charge of the Quartermaster 
Department, Senator Bushfield, S. Dak., 
who opposed the Hill nomination, de- 
clared : 

“TI wonder if Senators know that the same 
General Williams, whose place it is so im- 
portant to fill because of the crisis of war in 
which we are engaged on 20 Dec. took a 
leave of absence of 40 days as head of the 
Quartermaster Department and is at the 
present time in one of the southern States on 
a hunting trip, and has been for some time. 
I see no urgency for passing upon the case 
if the head of the department, whose marines 
are fighting all over the world, finds time to 
quit his post for 40 days and go on a hunt- 
ing trip. 

It was indicated at Marine Corps head- 
quarters this week that General Williams 
was on terminal leave of absence prepara- 
tory to retiring. 

Senator Bushfield stated that 140 
colonels were senior to Colonel Hill, si 
of them on duty in the Quartermaster 
Department. Making it clear, however, 
that he did not favor appointments solely 
on the basis of seniority, the Senator 
stated that such nominations should be 
made by selection boards and not on the 
personal recommendations of the Com- 
mandant or other official. 

Defending the Hill choice, Chairman 
Walsh of the Senate Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee stated that the selective system in 
the Navy and Marine Corps, “as I have 
observed it during the years, operates in 
a very satisfactory way.” Senator Walsh 
continued : 

“In my experience, there have come to the 
attention of the Committee on Naval Affairs 
only a very few cases of officers who thought 
they should have been selected and who com- 
plained because they were not selected. That 
is understandable, because we can all under- 
stand the delicate position in which an officer 
who was not selected would find himself if he 
appealed to a congressional committee to 
have his qualifications considered, and re- 
quested to have stated the reasons why he 
should be passed over. So I can understand 
why perhaps very few such cases have come 
to our attention. None has come to us in re- 
cent years. Some years ago there were some 
cases in which complaints were made against 
the selective system, but such complaints have 
not been made in recent years. 

“In years I have not heard, even privately, 
with perhaps one or two exceptions, of any 
dissatisfaction with the system. Many excel- 
lent officers are passed over in the selective 
system, but it is because there are so few 
vacancies in the higher grades.”

Merchant Marine 

The annual report of the Maritime 
Commission, submitted to Congress 22 
Jan., outlines the steps taken during fis- 
eal year ended 30 June last, to achieve 
the greatest shipbuilding feats in history, 

The expansion of shipyards during the 
period to a total of 81 with more than 
300 ways made possible the unprecedent- 
ed record of completing 1,896 vessels ag- 


gregating 19,238,626 deadweight tong 
during the calendar year just ended. 
It is also shown that on 1 July, 1942, 


the Maritime Commission had contracted 
for 2,540 ships and that a year later 
contracts for 3,326 vessels were outstand- 
ing, 1,397 having been completed in the 
meantime. At the end of the fiscal year 
the American Merchant Marine totaled 
approximately 2,000 vessels of 2, 
deadweight tons or larger. 

Comptroller General Lindsay Warren 
has reported to Congress that the goy- 
ernment’s purchase of ten cargo ships 
from the Southern Pacific Co. (Morgan 
Line) in 1941 for $4,733,952 “resulted 
in a wasteful and extravagant expendi- 
ture of public funds.” 

The report, made public 21 Jan., stated 
that the purchase was made outright by 
the Maritime Commission when the ves- 
sels could legally have been requisitioned 
for war use pending an investigation of 
their value. 

Mr. Warren’s report charged that 
much expense was involved in recondi- 
tioning the vessels and alleged that tak- 
ing them on an “as is” basis was un- 
reasonable. 





Speed Pension Claim Clearance 

A new procedure to speed and simplify 
the clearance of pension claims by sol- 
diers discharged for physical disability 
has been ordered by the War Depart- 
ment. 

Henceforth, when it appears that an 
enlisted man will be discharged for dis- 
ability, the hospital will begin the col- 
lection of the necessary records imme 
diately after the man enters, instead of 
waiting until a final determination has 
been made in his case. Other hospitals 
which may be requested to furnish clini- 
cal records are enjoined to forward them 
within 48 hours after receipt of the re 
quest. 

Early requests to the War Department 
for photostatic copies of the original 
physical examinations of the disabled 
men taken when they entered the Army 
also will be made. 

Veterans who require further hospital- 
ization are transferred to the proper vet- 
eran’s facility, and their discharge from 
the Army is accomplished after their 
arrival so that there will be no break in 
their treatment. 

All available records, including the 
photostat of the initial physical exam!- 
nation and whatever clinical records are 
on hand, will be forwarded to the Vet- 
erans’ Administration when the man is 
discharged or as soon thereafter as they 
are collected. 

The War Department is urging all en- 
listed men discharged for disability to 
file a pension claim at the time of dis 
charge. This will facilitate the process, 
it was emphasized, ‘because the clinical 
and other records necessary in such cases 
are then more readily available for trans- 
mission to the Veterans’ Administration 
which has the final determination of pel- 
sion and other rights. 

Coincidentally with issuance of the 
Army’s order, four Senators—Kilgore, 
W. Va.; Truman, Mo.; Brewster, Me. 
and La Follette, Wis.—introduced a bill, 
S. 1656, which would provide that no 
member of the armed forces shall be dis- 
charged for disability until his rights to 
compensation and other veterans’ bene 
fits shall have been adjudicated by the 
Veterans’ Administration.

Whether General Grunert will receive 
a new assignment was not indicated by 
the War Department. Usually, promotion 
of an officer already holding a lieutenant 
generaley by virtue of command of an 
army is followed by his relief from such 
duty. 

There is speculation that the newly 
enlarged Eastern Defense Command may 
be separated from the First Army—Gen- 
eral Grunert now holds both commands 
—just as the Western Defense Command 
and the Fourth Army were separated 
some months ago. 

General Grunert was commissioned a sec- 
ond lieutenant of Cavalry, 28 April 1901, hav- 
ing had enlisted service since 29 Sept. 1898. 
Subsequently he served in the Philippines and 
with the Army of Cuban Pacification. Sailing 
for France in December 1917 he returned to 
this country from Germany, where he served 
with the Army of Occupation, in July 1919. He 
commanded the Philippine Department in 
1940, became commanding general of the 6th 
Corps Area in 1942. He was designated com- 
manding general of the Eastern Defense Com- 
mand and First Army, 8 Oct. 1943, with the 
rank of lieutenant general. 

General Walter B. Smith is chief of 
staff to General Eisenhower in the Euro- 
pean Theater. The next rank is consid- 
ered appropriate to the post.

The two colonels promoted to major 
general, AUS, are now both major gen- 
erals by virtue of the statutory posts they 
hold. Maj. Gen. Virgil L. Peterson’s four 
year term as Inspector General expires

year tour as chief of the National Guard 
Bureau expires 31 Jan. It has not yet 
been announced whether the two officers 
will continue in their posts as acting 
chiefs or will be given new duties.

Adju- 
tant General of Wisconsin, with rank of 
brigadier general, he took a step down in 
grade to get active duty. 

The confirmations represent a flying 
comeback for at least one officer. Lt. Col. 
Paul Lewis Ransom, Inf., previously had 
held rank of major general, AUS, and 
had served as commander of the Camp 
Croft Infantry Replacement Training 
Center and commander of tkh2 98th Di- 
vision. Reduced from that rank, his work 
has earned him a new promotion.

“(3) $100 for persons who have performed 
active service for less than 60 days. 

“(b) Each person eligible to receive mus- 
tering-out payment under subsection (a) (1) 
shall receive one-third of the stipulated 
amount at the time of final discharge or ulti- 
mate relief from active service; and the re- 
maining amount of such payment shall be 
paid in two equal installments—one month 
and two months, respectively, from the date 
of the original payment. Each person eligible 
to receive mustering-out payment under sub- 
section (a) (2) shall receive one-half of the 
stipulated amount at the time of final :dis- 
charge or ultimate relief from active service; 
and the remaining amount of such payment 
shall be paid one month from the date of the 
original payment. Each person eligible to 
receive mustering-out payment under subsec- 
tion (a) (3) shall receive the stipulated 
amount at the time of such discharge or re- 
lief from active service, 

“Sec. 3. Any member of the armed forces 
entitled to mustering-out payment who shall 
have been discharged or relieved from active 
service under honorable conditions before the 
effective date of this Act shall if application 
therefor is made within two years after the 
date of enactment of this Act, be paid such 
mustering-out payment by the War Depart- 
ment or the Navy Department, as the case 
may be, beginning within one month after 
application has been received and approved by 
such department: Provided, That no member 
of the armed services shall receive mustering- 
out payment under this Act more than once, 
and such payment shall accrue and the 
amount thereof shall be computed as of the 
time of discharge for the purpose of effecting 
a permanent separation from the service or 
of ultimate relief from active service.

However, the department will strenu- 
ously oppose freezing of lower rank pro- 
motions. 

Such a freeze would run counter to the 
service-in-grade promotion law approved 
by Congress 13 June 1940. Any Regular 
officer retired for other than disability 
during the war would, if frozen in grade, 
retire in permanent rank. Many below re- 
tirement ages also would be adversely af- 
fected since promotion is based upon num- 
ber of years served in grade. If, for ex- 
ample, a major with 22 years’ and 10 
months’ service, due for promotion to lieu- 
tenant colonel after 23 years’ service, 
were frozen in grade for, say, three years, 
he would find after the war when he is 
promoted to grade of lieutenant colonel 
that he still must serve five years as a 
lieutenant colonel before being eligible 
for promotion to colonel.

Army Personnel Policy 
Major changes affecting both the officer 


| and enlisted personnel of the Army have 





been ordered as a result of a restudy of 
troop requirements for the current year, 
the War Department announced this 
week. 

That part of the announcement pro- 
vides that officers over age 38 who do 
not have assignments will be released 
was referred to by the AkMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL last week. 

However, the department broadened 
the scope of the order as reported last 
week, stating that officers over 38 whose 
retention is not essential to the war effort 
may request relief from active duty. 

Referring to the fact that the greater 
part of the Army soon will be overseas, 
the department stated that physically 
qualified enlisted men who have served a 
total of more than 12 months at stations 
in the United States will be reassigned to 
units or activities destined for overseas 
service. Places of such men will be taken 
by civilians, by Wacs and by the phys- 
ically handicapped enlisted men. 

Text of the department’s announce- 
ment follows: 


“As the movement of troops overseas is ac- 
celerated, activities at the Army’s domestic 
establishments will be curtailed with sharp re- 
ductions in administrative and overhead per- 
sonnel. The Army will no longer need all its 
present troop housing facilities and it will be 
necessary to place a number of camps, posts, 
stations, and other installations on a care- 
taker basis, and to return many of the civilian 
installations and facilities which previously 
had been taken over by the Army. 

“To carry out this shift of personnel from 
the defensive to the offensive, from the con- 
tinental United States to the world’s battle- 
fronts, the War Department has ordered that 
physically qualified enlisted men in all 
branches of the Army who have served a to- 
tal of more than 12 months at fixed stations 
or overhead activities in the United States be 
reassigned to units or mobile activities ulti- 
mately destined for overseas service. 

“Enlisted men under 30 years of age will be 
reassigned first, according to their length of 
service in the United States. Next to be reas- 
signed will be those over 30 years of age, in 
order of age, youngest first. 

The physical standards will be the same as 
those already prescribed for men earmarked 
for overseas service. These follow generally 
the standards for induction into the Army. 

“The reassignments from overhead to over- 
seas units, however, will not apply to enlist- 
ed men who have served in overseas commands 
at any time since 1 Dec. 1941.Neither wiil they 
apply to men possessing highly specialized 
skills which cannot be utilized fully in any 
unit destined for overseas. 

“Replacements for reassigned enlisted men, 
when necessary, will be made first from civil- 
ians, next by Women’s Army Corps personnel, 
then, in order, by men permanently disquali- 
fied for overseas service, men who have served 
overseas, recently inducted men with physi 
cal handicaps, enlisted men with less than 12 
months service in fixed installations in the 
United States. 





The Servicemen’s Vote 


President Roosevelt on 26 Jan. sent a 
sharp message to Congress, calling the 
service voting bill passed by the Senate 
“9 fraud on the soldiers and sailors and 
marines” and advocating the enactment 
of a bill authorizing the use of a uniform 
“Federal Ballot” to be distributed, col- 
lected, and returned to the states by the 
federal government. 

The President pointed out that such 
a ballot would permit service men to vote 
only for those running for Federal office 
and not for state and local offices. To 
include the latter group would not be 
practicable, the President said, pointing 
out that it would increase the size and 
weicht of the ballot so as to make air de- 
livery a “physical impossibility.” 

In Congress, where it seems that vir- 
tually everyone is in favor of permitting 
the soldiers to vote, the only differences 
being in finding a practicable method un- 
der the Constitution, there was consider- 
able resentment at the President’s refer- 
ence to the bill passed by the Senate as 
a “fraud.” The President’s message also 
objected to enacting a bill without a roll 
eall, stating “as an interested citizen” 
that “most Americans will agree with me 
that every member of the two houses of 
Congress ought to be willing in justice ‘to 
stand up and be counted.’ ” 





Honor General MacArthur 


President Roosevelt has awarded Gen- 
eral Douglas MacArthur the Distin- 
guished Service Medal “for exceptionally 
distinguished service as supreme com- 
mander of the Allied forces in the South- 


west Pacific since March, 1942,” it was an- 
nounced this week in dispatches from Al- 
lied Headquarters in New Guinea. 

The award was presented to General 
MacArthur on his 64th birthday, 26 Jan., 
by Maj. Gen. Richard J. Marshall, his 
deputy chief of staff. The citation said: 


“Under extremely difficult conditions of ter- 
rain and climate and with limited forces and 
materiel he expelled the enemy from eastern 
New Guinea, secured lodgments on the island 
of New Britain, and gave stretegical direction 
to the co-ordinated operations resulting in the 
conquest of the New Georgia group and the 
establishment of United States Army and 
Navy forces on Bougainville Islands, 

“He has inflicted heavy losses on the enemy 
and established his forces in positions highly 
savesgaee for continuation of offensive opera- 
tions.”
